toward world strife. 

The echoes of the executive’s voice, castigating dicta¬ 
torships abroad and challenging his critics to try and wipe 
out the whole New Deal, had hardly died away last night 

in a house of representatives cram-< 
med with a color-splashed assem¬ 
blage, than a mingled chorus of 
praise and denunciation was heard 
in the capital. 

Democrats Hail 

Democratic supporters hailed it 
in such terms as “a wonderful, 
courageous and aggressive address 
unmasking and revealing the op¬ 
position's character.”

Thomas Ernest Abel, a lock¬ 
smith, broke the smooth rou¬ 
tine of registering Democrats 
and Republicans late yesterday 
by insisting on being listed as 
an Anarchist. Lawrence I). 
Latighlin, one of 400 deputy 
clerks, said Abel refused to say 
under what party he had pre¬ 
viously been registered, shak¬ 
ing fist angrily at Laughlin’s 
insistence. 

County Registrar Charles 
Duffy said he would ask Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Thomas Whelan 
whether Abel had the right to 
declare himself an Anarchist.

Far from helping avert the breach 
threatened in his party, President 
Roosevelt’s fighting message to 
congress was expected today to 
have repercussions reaching into 
the Democratic convention and 
possibly the Presidential cam¬ 
paign. 

By the same token, there was 
an inclination among some Repub¬ 
lican independents to consider it— 
in the words of Senator Nye of 
North Dakota— "a challenge to the 
old guard in the Republican 
party.” 

Watch Smith Speech 

Politicians tended to atta'-h 
more significance than ever to ti e 
speech by Alfred E. Smith her • 
Jan. ?5 to the American Lit »’;• 
Lcagu, oner • 

Although the President did not 
mention the league, his reference 
to having “earned the hatred of 
entrenched greed” prompted some 
Democrats to say that he was 
aiming at the league as well as 
other organizations opposed to 
the New Deal. 

‘Where to Head In’ 

Rep. Maverick (D., Tex.) com¬ 
mented that the address told "the 
Liberty League, the National As¬ 
sociation of Manufacturers, the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States and all the other 
hungry soreheads that got fat off 
the government where to head in.” 

“Standing pat, no quarter,” 
typified the conclusions of those 
who sought to glean from the 
message hints of future New Deal 
plans and the Roosevelt-Garner 
re-election platform. 


The Tustin postmastership, cen¬ 
ter of a bitter fight among 
Orange county Democrats, was re¬ 
ported terminated today when 
Hamilton H. Cotton, Democratic 
leader of San Clemente, announced 
that United States Senator Wil¬ 
liam Gibbs McAdoo had recom¬ 
mended Sam Long, 466 West Sec¬ 
ond street, Tustin, for appoint¬ 
ment. The recommendation, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Cotton, was sent 
to Washington nearly a week ago. 

Friends of Hugh Plumb also a 
candidate, were wondering today 
just how the senator arrived at a 
decision in the matter They 
pointed out that Mr. Long, who is 
at present employe' on the ad¬ 
ministrative staff of the Orange 
County Works Progress adminis¬ 
tration, did not register as a 
Democrat until after the last 
presidential election. 

New Resident There 

They also are puzzled over the 
senator's decision due to the fact 
that Mr. Long has been a resident 
of the Tustin township for only a 
little over a year. 

In making the announcement, 
Mr. Cotton said he had had lit¬ 
tle to do with the appointment. 
Friends of Mr. Plumb had asked 
Mr. Cotton to use whatever in¬ 
fluence he had in procuring the 
position for their candidate. Mr. 
Cotton explained that he had not 
received the request until too late 
to act. One member of the 
Democratic central committee, 
however, recently said he had 
voted for Mr. Long because he 
understood Mr. Cotton wanted 
Long to have the job. 

Two Jobs Hang Fire 

J. G. Mitchell, chairman of the 
central committee, simply had 
this to say: "We recommended 
Sam Long,” 

There are two other postoffice 
appointments in Orange county 
still hanging fire. In the near 
future, recommendations will be 
made for the appointment of post¬ 
masters in Anaheim and Placen¬ 
tia. There are at least two can¬ 
didates in the field for the Ana¬ 
heim job, Louie Hoskins and 
Howard Haines. In Placentia, 
the leading candidate is William 
Biedelfelt. So far. there have 
been no recommendations made 
for appointment to these two of¬ 
fices. 


Democrats and Republicans in 
Orange county today heaped praise 
and criticism on the speech de¬ 
livered to congress last night by 
President Roosevelt. 

The two contrasting views v 1 - 
summarized by W. B. Margin, 
Democrat, and Homer Chaney, Re¬ 
publican. 

“It was a masterpiece,” said Mr. 
Martin, “It was the finest speech 
I ever heard. He didn’t dodge any 
issue, but went to bat right down 
the line in plain English that any 
child could understand. I thought 
it was a masterpiece as a state¬ 
ment of his position.”

mined today to push neutrality 
legislation to quick passage.

It was 
urged personally by President 
Roosevelt last night in his ad¬ 
dress to congress. 

Democratic Leader Robinson 
said a joint meeting of his par¬ 
ty’s steering and policy commit¬ 
tees had determined upon expe¬ 
diting the neutrality program. 
But the Arkansas senator could 
not say whether neutrality or the 
bonus would reach the senate 
floor first. 

The foreign relations commit¬ 
tee will meet next week—probab¬ 
ly Wednesday—to take up the ad¬ 
ministration bill introduced by its 
chairman, Senator Pittman (D., 
Nev.). 

This measure proposes, as in 
the present act: a mandatory em¬ 
bargo on shipments of arms and 
ammunition, and gives the Presi¬ 
dent partial discretion in impos¬ 
ing peace time quotations on ship¬ 
ments of other commodities if he 
deems it necessary to preserve 
American neutrality. 


Sinclair Expected To 
Head Delegates At 
National Conclave

LOS ANGELES. Jan. 4. UP )— 
The split in Democratic party 
leadership in California was pro¬ 
jected definitely today into the 
coming presidential campaign. 

Members of the End Poverty 
League board of directors and of 
the state Democratic central com¬ 
mittee met to select a tentative 
slate of delegates to the Demo¬ 
cratic national convention pledged 
to production-for-use for the un¬ 
employed. In a letter to the meet¬ 
ing, Upton Sinclair, Democratic 
candidate for governor last year, 
challenged recent anti-production- 
for-use statements of United 
States Senator William M. Mc¬ 
Adoo, charging he had repudiated 
the state Democratic platform. 

At headquarters of Sinclair’s 
Epic forces it was predicted the 
tentative slate would be headed by 
Sinclair and State Senator Culbert 
L. Olson, chairman of the state 
central committee. The slate was 
expected to be completed tonight. 

This slate then will be offered to 
President Roosevelt with the ex¬ 
pectation that he will choose be¬ 
tween it anrl any which Senator 
McAdoo and other "right wing" 
leaders may offer. 


A mild flurry was caused in 
courthouse circles today by an 
erroneous report that District At¬ 
torney W. F. Menton was quar¬ 
antined at San Diego because his 
son, Billy, 8, nad suffered an at¬ 
tack of smallpox.

The boy is quarantined at the 
U. S. Grant hotel, but Mr. Men¬ 
ton will not be forced to remain 
there. Chicken pox is a chil¬ 
dren’s disease which adults do 
not contract or transmit. Mrs. 
Menton will remain with her son 
at San Diego.

The question of relief work in 
Orange county has grown to the 
point where it is one of the most 
absorbing problems facing the 
public at large. It is ramified, 
difficult to understand and oper¬ 
ate, and this lack of understand¬ 
ing of its provinces and pecular 
quirks seem in a fair way to em¬ 
broil the county in major politi¬ 
cal difficulties. 

Examined closely, the question 
boils down to a few pertinent 
facts. 

There are four government 
agencies in the county acting for 
general relief purposes; the State 
Relief administration, the Works 
Progress administration, the Pub¬ 
lic Works administration and the 
county welfare department. 

Their functions are entirely dif¬ 
ferent and distinct from each 
other. 

The county welfare department 
cares for specialized cases, the 


heads of families, who have been 
on relief, and who have been cer¬ 
tified to them for work through 
the SRA (formerly the SERA). 

PWA is primarily a federal 
works agency. It is different 
from the WPA in that it pays 
prevailing wage scales, can accept 
union men for work, and is not 
designed to care for destitution 
primarily caused by unemploy¬ 
ment. It serves to relieve the 
unemployment pressure by creat¬ 
ing jobs for men—some on relief, 
some not—but creating jobs in 
general. 

The SRA cares for the residue, 
for those who do not qualify for 
WPA or PWA jobs and who can 
not be cared for under peculiar 
province of the county welfare de¬ 
partment.

CHICAGO. Jan. 4. UP)— A new 
and .savage twist was given today 
to the mysterious slaying early 
Friday of Dr. Silber C. Peacock 
when coroner's physicians reported 
the child specialist's slayer appar¬ 
ently attempted to scalp him. 

Police Captain Martin McCorm¬ 
ack who received the coroner's re¬ 
port, said nine knive wounds were 
found completely encircling the 
victim’s head. 

Killed By Shot 

This savage surgery apparently , 
was performed. Captain McCorm¬ 
ack said, after the 40-year-old 
pediatrician had been killed by a 
revolver shot through the fore¬ 
head. 

Dr. Peacock, lured from his j 
fashionable apartment hoter 
Thursday night, after a woman 
had telephoned a "mercy call,” j 
was found dead last night in his 
sedan, three miles from his home. 

Man Is Hunted 

While making efforts to identify ' 
the mysterious woman caller, who [ 
told the physician a child needed | 
his attentions, police hunted an¬ 
other suspect—a man described by 
McCormack as a chiropractor. His 
name entered the case on a story 
told by Dr. Peacock's widow. 

She said an angry man stormed 
her husband's offices three months J 
ago to charge that Dr. Peacock 
had performed an illegal operation 
upon the caller's wife. 

Some evidence pointed to the 
chiropractor, McCormack said, as 
this furious visitor. 

Dr. Peacock’s secretary. Miss 
Kathryne Maloney, said he ordered 
the man out of his office, after 
attempting to explain he treated 
no patients but children. Dr. Pea¬ 
cock was upset by the incident, 
Miss Maloney said. 


“Old-time residents of Orange 
county." said Terry E. Stephenson, 
president of the Orange County 
Historical Society at its meeting 
at the Bowers Museum last night, 
"were not easily scared or misled. 
If they hail been of the kind who 
were afraid to go ahead, or if they 
had been misled by newspaper ag¬ 
itators. there would have been no 
Orange county."

The story of 
the passage of the county division 
bill at Sacramento in March. 1889, 
and of the fight to carry the elec- I 
tion for division was told in the 
clippings. 

Los Angeles newspapers painted 
to the voters of the proposed new 
county a lurid picture of the tre¬ 
mendous tax rates that the tax 
payers would have to meet. They 
said the rate would be from $4 to 
$0 on the $100 valuation. It was 
pointed out that the county would 
start out bankrupt, because it 
would have to carry a portion of 
debt existing in the old county of 
Los Angeles. 

Carried Bv Big Vote 

The people of Orange county 
carried county division by a heavy 
majority. 

In the scrapbook was a dodger 
distributed by a committee of Or- 
ange, who led a fight to have Or¬ 
ange named as the county seat, j 
The committee offered to give the 
county the old Hotel Rochester at ■ 


Orange for a courthouse. The 
committee said the building was 
worth $60,000. Santa Ana replied 
with another dodger declaring the 
Hotel Rochester was a “fraud and 
a swindle" because the building 
had cost only $31,400. as proved 
by a statement from the superin¬ 
tendent of construction. 

At the meeting of the society 
last night, William McPherson 
read a paper on “The Grange in 
Early Days." The paper was writ¬ 
ten by Miss Mabel Wing of Or¬ 
ange. It was the farmers' organi¬ 
zation of the '70's, one of its activi- j 
ties being the organization and i 
operation of cooperative stores, ' 
which, however, eventually were 
closed or sold out. 

Offirers Re-elected 

C. E. Roberts of Santa Ana. who 
has made a study of the division 
of the old Rancho Santiago de 
Santa Ana, continued his talks to 
the society on that subject last 
night. He detailed the situation 
in the '50's and '60’s by which 
many of the Yorba and Peralta 
heirs disposed of their interests. 
Finally, in the late '60's, he said, 
a court action caused the survey 
of the rancho, and its division into 
73 parcels.

applause of his supporters, Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt said “many rulers 
in Europe and Asia have not point¬ 
ed the way either to peace or good 
Will.” 

Some nations, he said, are 
“dominated by the twin spirits of 
autocracy and aggression" and 
their people, deprived of democ¬ 
racy. “follow Blindly and fervently 
the lead of those who seek auto¬ 
cratic power.” 

The President did not mention 
Mussolini's Ital>, Hitler's Ger¬ 
many, or any other country by¬ 
name, saying only that his words 
would be unpopular “in any na¬ 
tion that chooses to fit this shoe 
to its foot.” 

Although some R e p u b 11 cans 
joined the Democrats in praising 
the President’s remarks on world 
affairs, there was some criticism. 
Senator Hastings <R., Del.), said 
they were "unnecessary, unbecom¬ 
ing and possibly dangerous." Sen¬ 
ator Gibson (R., Vt„) asserted “I 
am in accord with what he said on 
maintaining the peace of the 
world.”

ministration, is for the benefit of 
those persons whose destitution 
was and is caused by unemploy¬ 
ment. It will be continued as a 
relief administration with two 
functions; to care for those per¬ 
sons who for reasons of residence, 
or because they did not seek aid 
soon enough, or for whom WPA 
or PWA work cannot be found, 
and to function as a certifying 
agency to WPA. 

During December, SRA records 
reveal. $102,226 was spent in main¬ 
taining the department. This 
comes from a state fund, newly 
created, of $48,000,000 appropri¬ 
ated bi-annually. Federal funds 
have been removed 

216 Fail to Report 

This $102,226 cared for 2057 
heads of families. Of this num¬ 
ber SRA has certified 1064 cases 
to WPA. Of these 246 were given 
assignments and did not report, 
for various reasons; 818 were cer¬ 
tified and were not given jobs be¬ 
cause none were available; and 66, 
for physical disabilities, were as¬ 
signed to "light labor,” of which 
there is none in the county at 
present. 

There also are 993 heads of 
families registered with SRA 
which are not eligible for WPA 
assignment, and must be eared 
for. 

The county welfare department, 
operating independently and car¬ 
ing for different persons, spent 
$24,703 during December, in raring 
for 1350 cases. This amount was 
duplicated in appropriations from 
state funds. 

2689 on WPA Jobs 

WPA has a total of 2689 per¬ 
sons working on county projects 
at present, making a grand total 
of 6096 receiving direct help from 
three agencies. PWA figures are 
not available here, as certification 
and assignment to jobs is made in 
Los Angeles. 

Revealing that the SRA is a 
necessary agency, 2386 families 
have applied since Oct 25 for help, 
of which 615 were heads of fam¬ 
ilies who had never before re¬ 
ceived relief. 

The sticker in this fact is two¬ 
fold; First, the unemployment 
crisis has not been passed, if 615 
families found since Oct. 25 that 
they needed relief; second, federal 
provisions governing WPA state 
that in order to be eligible a man 
must have been receiving relief 
from other agencies at some time 
between May 1 and Nov. 1. Hence 
a man who loses his job today, or 
did at any time after Nov. 1, is 
definitely under the province of 
the SRA, and no other. 

I.iltle Transient Aid 

There is no provision made for 
transient help in Orange county, 
except through private charitable 
organizations. The government 
has, however, provided two pos¬ 
sible means of aid. It will either 
provide transportation for a tran¬ 
sient back to his legal place of 
residence, or it will certify him 
from Los Angeles and other in¬ 
take points (none in this county) 
to transient camps. 

One of these bodies it is hoped 
to eliminate soon. If the SRA 
case load in California can be re¬ 
duced to 40,000. then the local 
SRA agencies (there are 40 of 
them) will be Incorporated as a 
special branch of county welfare 
departments, to persist in their 
present functions. 

Some problem? Yes. The press¬ 
ing point is the fact that in 
Orange county there are some 
6100 heads of families needing re¬ 
lief, exclusive of those on PWA 
jobs, or who have been too proud 
to register for help, or who are 
living up their little incomes now, 
and soon will be on the hands of 
the state, county or federal gov¬ 
ernment for assistance.

The vast anti complicated ma¬ 
chinery of the state ar.d national 
unemployment insurance programs 
is being set up so that when a man 
loses his job he will have some 
income until he gets another Right 
now the task of getting the big 
project under way is claiming so 
much attention that not much 
thought has been given to the 
amount of benefits an unemployed 
worker will get if he loses his job. 

Such payments will not begin in 
any case until after Jan. 1, 1938, 
and then only for unemployment 
occurring after that date. 

Maximum $15 Weekly 
For total unemployment after 
that date a worker will receive 
benefits at the rate of 50 per cent 
of his average weekly wage. But 
the payments will not exceed $15 
per week, nor will they be less 
than $7 per week. The length of 
time for which benefits will he 
paid will depend upon the length 
of time during which a worker 
has been employed and has been 
contributing to the program from 
his wages. 

For partial unemployment he 
will receive the difference between 
actual wages for the week and the 
benefits he would get if he were 
totally unemployed. 

Tell Benefit Earnings 
Kach four weeks of employment 
in which a worker has made con¬ 


tributions to the program will earn 
him one week of benefits in rase 
he is unemployed. For each 52 
weeks or more, and not exceeding 
103 weeks of such employment, he 
will earn 13 weeks of benefits. 
These will be paid in 12 consecu¬ 
tive months. For more than 103 
weeks of such employment he will 
earn 20 weeks of benefits, paid in 
12 consecutive months. 

In any case wherein an employe 
accepts employment not subject to 
benefits under this program, the 
period during which he remains in 
this employment will be excepted 
from any computation of benefits 
due. The right to benefits will be 
suspended during the period of 
this employment. 

Exempt from Haims 

Waivers of benefits are to be 
invalid. Benefits are not subject 
to assignment or release and are 
exempt from claims of creditors 
and all processes of law. 

An interesting feature of the 
program is that anyone refusing 
to work because a job is vacant 
due to labor trouble, or because 
wages or working conditions are 
worse than those prevailing in the 
locality, may not be denied com¬ 
pensation. If he refuses a job be¬ 
cause he would be required to join 
a company union or quit a labor 
union if he took it, he may not be 
denied compensation.

The wife of a foster son puts the query to our 
readers and asks for their honest opinions on the following 
case: Dear Miss Stoddard: I read your column day in and 

flay out, but I never dreamed that 
I would be writing for advice 
from your readers, and I do so 
want their straightforward an¬ 
swers and will be guided accord¬ 
ingly. 

First of all, my husband is an 
adopted son, and his mother has 
never seen fit to rail him anything 
but her foster son. This has 
vexed us considerabiy. Further¬ 
more, we can never go and call 
on his folks, and always feel as¬ 
sured that we are going to be 
welcome. Sometimes we are, and 
sometimes we are not. Well, this 
has gone on so long now that we 
have sort of weaned ourselves 
away from them. 

Now, here is where the "blow" 
comes in. His dad is now laid 
up with ulcers and now they come 
to us telling us that he has re¬ 
ceived his last paycheck for a 
long, long while Rnd they haven’t 
a cent laid away for such emerg¬ 
encies. Even that wouldn’t both¬ 
er me, but my husband makes 
less than .$70 a month and I'm 
wondering if it is "our duty" to 
share this with them. 

If we don't, people will talk, 
but we have been in predica¬ 
ments just as bad as theirs, and 
although we didn’t ask their fi¬ 
nancial help, they told ns we were 
"free, white and 21" and would 
have to fight our own battles.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 4 (/P> 

The full text of President Roose¬ 
velt's annual message, delivered 
last night before a joint session 
of congress, follows: 

Mr. President, Mr. speaker, 
members of the senate and of 
the house of representatives: 

We are about to enter upon 
another year of the responsibility 
which the electorate of the United 
j States has placed in our hands. 
Having come so far, it is fitting 
that we should pause to survey 
the ground which we have cov¬ 
ered and the path which lies 
ahead. 

‘Critical Days’ 

On the fourth day of March, 
1933, on the occasion of taking 
the oath of office as President of 
the United States, I addressed 
the people of our country. Need 
I recall either the scene or the 
national circumstances attending 
the occasion ? The crisis of that 
moment was almost exclusively 
a national one. In recognition of 
that fact, so obvious to the mil¬ 
lions in the streets and in the 
homes of America, I devoted by 
far the greater part of that ad¬ 
dress to what I called, and the 
} nation called, critical days within 
our own borders. 

You will remember that on that 
| fourth of March, 1933, the world 
picture was an image of substan- 
j Ual peace. International consulta- 
j tion and widespread hope for the 
bettering of relations between the 
nations gave to all of us a rea¬ 
sonable expectation that the bar- 
I riers to mutual confidence, to in¬ 
creased trade, and to the peace¬ 
ful settlement of disputes could 
be progressively removed. In fact 
my only reference to the field of 
world policy in that address was 
in these words—"I would dedicate 
this nation to the policy of the 
good neighbor—the neighbor who 
! resolutely respects himself and, 

I because he does so respects the 
I rights of others—a neighbor who 
respects his obligations and re¬ 
spects the sanctity of his agree¬ 
ments in and with a world of 
neighbors " 

All Good Neighbors 
In the years that have followed, 
that sentiment has remained the 
dedication of this nation. Among 
the nations of the great western 
hemisphere the policy of the good 
neighbor has happily prevailed. 
At no time in the four and a 
i half centuries of modern civiliza¬ 
tion in the Americas has there 
existed in any year, any decade, 
or any generation in all that time 
a greater spirit of mutual un¬ 
derstanding, of common helpful¬ 
ness, and of devotion to the ideals 
of .self-government than exists to¬ 
day in the 21 American republics 
and their neighbor, the Dominion 
of Canada. 

This policy of the good neighbor 
among the Americas is no longer 
a hope- no longer an objective 
I remaining to be accomplished 
it is a fact, active, present, perti¬ 
nent and effective. In this achieve¬ 
ment, every American nation 
takes an understanding part. 
There is neither war, nor rumor 
or war, nor desire for war. The 
inhabitants of this vast area, 220,- 
000,000 strong, spreading more 
than 8,000 miles from the Arctic 
to the Antarctic, believe in, and 
propose to follow, the policy of 
the good neighbor: They wish 
1 with all their heart that the rest 
: of the world might do likewise. 

The rest of the world—Ah I 
There is the nih. 

Were I today to deliver an 
inaugural address to the people 
of the United States. I could not 
1 limit my comments on world af¬ 
fairs to one paragraph. With 
much regret I should be com¬ 
pelled to devote the greater part 
to world affairs. Since the sum¬ 
mer of that same year of 1933. 
the temper and the purposes of 
the rulers of many of the great 
populations in Europe and in Asia 
have not pointed the way either 
to peace or to good-will among 
men. 

Not only have peace and good¬ 
will among men grown more re¬ 
mote in those areas of the earth 
during this period, but a point 
has been reached where the peo¬ 
ple of the Americas must take 
cognizance of growing ill-will, of 
marked trends towards aggres¬ 
sion, of increasing armaments, of 
shortening tempers a situation 
which has in it many of the ele¬ 
ments that lead to the tragedy 
’of generaf war. •■■■%. . .. 

Small Nation's IVacctul 
On those other continents many 
nations, principally the smaller 
ones, if left to themselves, would 
be content with their boundaries 
and willing to solve within them¬ 
selves and in cooperation with 
their neighbors their individual 
problems, both economic and so¬ 
cial. The rulers of those nations, 
deep in their hearts, follow these 
peaceful and reasonable aspira¬ 
tions of their peoples. These 
rulers must remain ever vigilant 
against the possibility today or 
tomorrow of invasion or attack 
by the rulers of other peoples 
who fail to subscribe to the prin¬ 
ciples of bettering the human 
race by peaceful means. 

Within those other nations—- 
those which today just bear the 
primary, definite responsibilty for 
jeopardizing world peace what 
hope lies? To say the least, there 
are grounds for pessimism. It is 
idle for us or for others to preach 
that the masses of the people who 
constitute those nations which are 
dominated by the twin spirits of 
autocracy and aggression, are out 
of sympathy with their rulers, 
that they are allowed no opportu¬ 
nity to express themselves, that 
they would change things if they 
could. 

Democracy Denied 
That, unfortunately, is not so 
clear. It might be true that the 
masses of the people in those 
nations would change the policies 
of their governments if they 
could be allowed full freedom and 
full access to the processes of 
| democratic government as we un- 
I derstand them. But they do not 
i have that access: Lacking it they 
| follow blindly and fervently the 
i lead of those who seek autocratic 
j power. 


Nations seeking expansion, 
seeking the rertifieatlon of in- j 
justices springing from former 
uars, or seeking outlets for j 
trade, for population or even j 
for their own peaceful contribu¬ 
tions to the progress of civiliza¬ 
tion, fail to demonstrate that 
patience necessary to attain 
reasonable and legitimate ob¬ 
jectives by peaceful negotiation 
or by an appeal to the finer 
instincts of world justice. 

They have therefore impatiently 
reverted to the old belief in the j 
law of the sword, or to the fan- 
. tastic conception that they, and 
they alone, are chosen to fulfil a 
J mission and that all the others j 
among the billion and a half of; 
i human beings must and shall 
I learn from and be subject to them. 

Depend On Politics 
I recognize that these words j 
which I have chosen with delibera¬ 
tion will not prove popular in any! 
nation that chooses to fit this shoe ' t 
to its foot. Such sentiments how -1 
ever will find sympathy and 
| understanding in those nations! 
j where the people themselves are 
j honestly desirous of peace but | 
must constantly align themselves 
on one side or the other in the 
kaleidoscopic jockeying for posi¬ 
tion characteristic of European 
and Asiatic relations today. For 
the peace-loving nations, and ] 
there are many of them, find that' 
their very identity . depends on I 
their moving and moving again on 
the chess board of international 
politics. 

I suggested ill the spring of 
1933 that 85 or 90 |>er cent of 
all the people in the world were 
content with the territorial 
limits of their respective nations 
and were willing further to re¬ 
duce their armed forces if every 
other nation in the world would 
agree to do likewise. 

That is equally true today, and ! 
j it is even more true today that 
world peace and world good-will j 
are blocked by only 10 or 15 per I 
I cent of the world’s population, 
j That is why efforts to reduce 
I armies have thus far not only 
I failed but have been met by vast- j 
I ly increased armaments on land I 
I and in the air. That is why even j 
i efforts to continue the existing j 
j limits on naval armaments into' 
j the years to come show such little j 
] current success. 

Our Policy Clear 
But the policy of the United 
States has been clear and con-1 
sistent. We have sought with 
J earnestness in every possible way | 
to limit world armaments and to I 
attain the peaceful solution of dis¬ 
putes among all nations. 

We have sought b,v every 
j legitimate means to exert our 
moral influence against repres¬ 
sion, discrimination, intolerance 
and autocracy and in favor of 
freedom of expression, equality 
before the law. religious toler- : 
ance and popular rule. 

In the field of commerce wo | 
have undertaken to encourage a 1 
more reasonable interchange of j 
j the world’s goods. In the field of 
international finance we have, so 
far as we are concerned, put an 
| end to dollar diplomacy, money 
grabbing and speculation for the' 
benefit of the powerful and rich, 
at the expense of the small and 
the poor. 

Block Arms Sales 

As a consistent part of a clear 
i policy, the United States is fol- 
i lowing a twofold neutrality to¬ 
wards any and all nations which 
engage in wars not of immediate 
concern to the Americas. First, 
we decline to encourage the prose- 
| cution of war by permitting bel¬ 
ligerents to obtain arms, ammuni¬ 
tion or implements of war from I 
the United States; second, we seek 
to discourage the use by beiliger-1 
ent nations of any and ail Amer¬ 
ican products calculated to facili- 
j tate the prosecution of a war in 
quantities over and above our nor- 
1 mal exports to them in time of 
peace. 

I trust that these objectives 
thus clearly and unequivocally 
stated will he carried forward 
by cooperation between fhis 
congress and the President. 

I realize that I have emphasized I 
to you the gravity of the situation 
which confronts the people of the! 
world. This emphasis is justified 
because of its importance to civili¬ 
zation and therefore to the United 
States. Peace is jeopardized by 
j the few and not by the many, j 
Peace is threatened by those who j 
{ seek selfish power. The world has ] 
j witnessed similar eras—as in the ] 
days when petty kings and feudal 
1 barons were changing the map of 
j Europe every fortnight, or when 
great emperors and great kings! 
were engaged in a mad scramble 
! for colonial empire. 

‘Play But One Kale’ 

We hope that we are not again 
at the threshold of such an era. 
But if face we must, then the 
I United States and tile rest of the 
Americas can play but one role: 

, Through a well-ordered neutrality 
to do naught to encourage the 
j contest, through adequate defense j 
| to save ourselves from embroil¬ 
ment and attack, and through I 
example and all legitimate en¬ 
couragement and assistance to 
persuade other nations to return j 
to the ways of peace and good¬ 
will. 

The evidence before us clearly ; 
proves that autocracy in world 
affairs endangers peace and 
that such threats do not spring 
from those nations devoted to j 
the democratic ideal. If fhis be ; 
true in world affairs, it should j 
have the greatest weight ill the 
determination of domestic poli¬ 
cies. 

Within democratic nations the 
chief concern of the people is to 
prevent the continuance or the 
rise of autocratic institutions that 
beget slavery at home and ag- j 
gression abroad. In the United ] 
States, as in the world at large, I 
popular opinion is at war with a ] 
power-seeking minority. 

This is no new thing. It was j 
fought out in the constitutional 
convention of 1787. From time to

BORAH PLANS 
IRK G.O.P.

Senator Borah's latest and most 
convincing gesture toward the Re¬ 
publican presidential nomination 
leaves Republican plans in a state 
of much disturbance on the thresh- 
1 hold of the fateful year of '36. 

To many of the old-line Repub- 
r lioan leaders, who at this stage 
i control the party organization. 
Borah’s willingness to run appears 
to have come as a great surprise. 

For weeks they had closed their 
: minds to such a possibility. In 
spite of repeated warning indica¬ 
tions to the contrary, they had 
1 -lung trustingly to their original 
assumption that the man from 
Idaho was “just talking again,” 

I and never would do what he was 
! threatening to do. 

Revising Calculations 

The realization that he is in 
earnest has dawned at a most in¬ 
teresting moment. The movement 
for a conservative, “sound busi¬ 
ness” ticket and platform, with ln- 
i dustry and finance lined up in im¬ 
posing phalanx for Republican vic¬ 
tory, has attained almost band¬ 
wagon proportions. 

Republican hope of winning the 
election on that basis had risen 
higher than at any time since the 
defeat of ’32. 

I Now all calculations are under¬ 
going revision. 

Three Salient Fact* 
j To understand the situation of 
' the old-line leaders, who aspire to 
continue throughout 1936 and 
thereafter their present domina¬ 
tion of the party organization, it is 
necessary to take account of only 
three salient facts: 

■Monetary Value* 

1. Borah's pulling power among 
j the rank and file is unquestioned, 
j No one disputes that he can go 

into the convention with a large 
bloc of delegates, perhaps with 
far more delegates than any other 
candidate. 

2. Borah's ideas about monetary 
j “reflation,” and his views on vari¬ 
ous subjects, are entirely out of 
joint with those of the old-line 

j leaders and violently out of har- 
I mony with the kind of campaign 
' those leaders have been organ¬ 
izing. 

3. Borah personally, on the basis 
of his record of independence with¬ 
in the party, has been and con¬ 
tinues to be a thorn in the flesh of 
those who nominally control the 
party. They know what would 
happen to them if Borah gained 
control. 

The sum total of these facts is 
that Borah's emergence as a full- 
fledged candidate forecasts a pre¬ 
convention struggle of great bit¬ 
terness, and a major split in ths 
convention itself. 

Point* to Deadlock 

There is plenty of reason to 
doubt whether Borah or any one 
of his experienced friends believes 
he can be nominated in the face of 
! the determined character and en¬ 
trenched position of the opposi¬ 
tion. 

He has worded his declaration of 
purpose very carefully; to prevent 
! domination of the convention by 
the old crowd, by "monopoly," by 
big business. To this he makes his 
j candidacy incidental. He is willing 
to give way to any other "liberal,” 
but is out to head off those whom 
he does not regard as "liberal.” 

He mentions no names, but that 
hardly is necessary. Presumably, 
if he were in favor of any of thosa 
now out in front, he would say so. 

J His philosophy points distinctly 
toward a convention deadlock, 
holding in its grip all the prin¬ 
cipal candidates, including himself.
